SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


FEeLtow Citizens :—lIn presenting my annual report, as re- 
quired by law, it affords tne pleasure to. say that our schools 
have made good progress during the year. The teachers and 
scholars seemed to be in harmony with each other. The teach- 
ers anxious to impart instruction, and the scholars eager to re- 
ceive it. This was generally so with some exceptions of course. 
While much remains to be done to make our schools what they 
ought to be, and what they might be, we may justly congratu- 


late ourselves that we have made a fair use of the means at our 


command. In the hard school of experience every pupil finds 
—like all who have gone before—that ‘ there is no Royal road 
to Learning.” Other things being equal, the progress made 
will depend upon personal diligence, and the ability of the 
teacher to clearly and intelligently impart the necessary infor- 
mation. Believing that the interests of teachers and pupils 
alike require every available aid, including the best text books 
that can be procured, I have exercised the right which the law 
confers to make such changes in books as my judgment and 
experience led me to suggest... During the year Swinton’s 


Geographies have been introduced and officially adopted. 


When so many excellent series of geographies are published as 
at present, it is sometimes a difficult task to decide which one 
to adopt. After a careful comparison of the several geogra- 
phies, 1 came to the conclusion that Swinton’s was upon the 
whole, best adapted for the use of our schools. In making this, 
change, I found several very old ones. I think one or two 
were about thirty years old. Is that the kind you want your 
children to study ? 
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I think not. Geographies have advanced very much within 
the last thirty years, and I think the scholars need a change — 
every few years so to keep up with the times. I believe Swin- 
ton’s to be superior to any book published at corresponding 
grade. The scholars seemed to appreciate it and took hold of 
it in good earnest. At the beginning of the year, there were 
only three schools in town where grammar was taught,-and in 
two of those there were only four or five that studied it, and as I 
think it a very important study, I introduced Swinton’s Gram- 
mars into the schools where there were none. I think Swin- 
ton’s is one of the very best. 

During the last terms, I had the pleasure of listening to sev- 
eral good classes in grammar, considering the time. I found 
that writing was being very much neglected. And I spoke to 
the teachers and scholars about it, and had them get some 
writing books and write. Ithink that it is a very important 
branch, and scholars ought to write every day. 

More attention should be given to the study of Physiology, 
and some good elementary work introduced into the schools. 
‘* Man, know thyself!” is an injunction too little heeded by us 
all. One obstacle that has prevented the successful study of 
this important branch has been the cumbersome and technical 
text books which were altogether too heavy for the average 
country school. Until quite recently a suitable book has been 
difficult to obtain, but now it can be procured at a trifling ex- 
pense. Of course it is not expected that our common schools 
will furnish a complete course for the study of anatomy and 
physiology or the practice of medicine; but they can and 
ought to furnish every pupil with a good common-sense knowl- 
edge of the structure of the human body, how it is nourished 
by food, something of the process of digestion, nutrition, ab- 
sorption, circulation, the necessity of regular habits, the effects - 
of bad air, the poisoning of the blood, the treatment of sudden 
and dangerous wounds, and the effects of stimulants and nar- 
cotics upon the brain and nervous system. It seems to me, 
nothing can be of greater importance to your children than a — 
wholesome knowledge of the working of the subtle poison that» 
breeds disease, shortens life, destroys both mind and body, and 
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brings untold misery and degradation to millions of homes. 
The plastic mind of youth is easily influenced, and: lessons of 
temperance and abstinence may be as readily learned and 
retained as the lessons of moral or religious obligations. W hen 


the ignorance of cause is attended by such fearful consequences 


of effect, the ‘*‘ ounce of prevention” is worth a good many 
pounds of cure. I have great respect for those who would les- 
sen the evils of intemperance by law, or by personal appeals to 
the unhappy victims of an unfortunate appetite; but I believe 
a judicious primary course of instruction upon the naturea nd 
effects of stimulants, would in the end have a greater influence. 
Such instructions would impress upon the minds of your chil- 
dren lessons they would never forget, and might be the means 


-- of saving many from physical wreck and ruin. 


The practice of hiring new teachers every term is a disad- 
vantage, for it takes new teachers the best part of short terms 
of school to thoroughly acquaint themselves with the needs and 
abilities of their scholars. If fortunate enough to secure 
the services of earnest, successful teachers, they should be re- 
tained as long as possible. ‘he selection of teachers is a mat- 
ter of importance. Applicants should not be engaged without 
regard to their fitness, simply because they apply or because 
they will work cheap. A small amount of good instruction is 


_ better than a much greater amount of third rate.

I would say to the parents (and this in all kindness), that our 
common schools form the basis of our educational system. 
That home influences amount to something, no one will doubt, 
and, although you have manifested a good degree of interest in 
your schools, let us from this time forward take a greater inter- 
est. Hire the best teachers you can afford to; visit the schools 
frequently, become acquainted with the teachers, and thorough- 
ly conversant with the proceedings of the schools; show to 
your children that you are deeply interested in their welfare, 
supply them with suitable appliances; bring them up to know 
and realize that there is a necessity for a good practical educa- 
tion at least, that their future prosperity may be in proportion 
to their acquirements ; the youth of to-day will soon be called 
upon to assume the duties and responsibilities of the present

generation ; hence, the importance that thorough preparation 
be made. | ‘ 


DISTRICT No. 1. 7 

Both terms were taught by Miss Stella F. Ballou. This was 
her first experience, and also in her own district.

DISTRICT No.- 2. 


Both terms taught by Miss Maude B. West of Chester. Miss 
West commenced with the determination of having an orderly 
school, and in the highest sense she was successful. She is a 
very energetic and successful teacher, and the district was for-  - 
tunate in securing her services. During the second term they 
had an exhibition which gave good satisfaction. The profits 
went to lengthen the school. Miss W. was very kind in giving 
a week of her services. Therefore they had a good long term. 

Every thing was well done. Great improvement was made by 
all of the classes. At the beginning of the first term there were 
none that studied grammar ; but at the close of the last term she 
had a very fine class considering the time. 


DISTRICT No. 3. 


In this district there were three terms, all taught by — 
Miss Sarah P. Webster ot Chester. Miss Webster is a first 
class, and an old, experienced teacher; she has taught this 
school for six consecutive terms, and also in town before, and 
her success is a good illustration of the policy previously rec- 
ommended, of the permanent employment of teachers. At the 
close of the first term they gave a school exhibition which was 
excellent. They disposed of the profits by buying Webster’s - 
Unabridged Dictionary, and a good clock for the school room, 
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and had some left over. This shows that there was perfect 
harmony between teacher and scholars. The school has cer- 
tainly made excellent improvement during the past year. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 


There were two terms of school, the first taught by Miss 
Effie F. McLaren of Nashua. This was her first experience 


and there is room for improvement. 


The second terrn taught by Miss Elizabeth F. Rogers of Der- 
ry, was a decided improvement. No oneina single term could 
make this a model school; but we are well pleased with Miss 
Roger’s attempt. I heard of no complaint. This was her 
second experience, and for a beginner, we thought her quite 


successful. Though yet young, she was evidently ‘ apt to 


teach,” possessing the tact and many of the qualities of a good 

teacher, and time and experience will, we doubt not, ripen her 

into one of the best . 
DISTRICT No. §. 

There were two terms of school, both taught by Miss Lula 
G. Plummer of Auburn. Miss Plummer possésses many of the 
good qualities of a first-class teacher; she commenced her 
work in the school with firmness and pursued it with diligence 
and fidelity. The closing exercises of the school showed that 
it had been wel] conducted under the charge of an energetic 
and faithful teacher. 


DISTRICT No. 6. 


The first term was taught by Mr. William S. Hatris of 
Windham, who is a finely educated teacher. His method of 
instruction was characterized by practical common sense, and 
as a natural consequence, the pupils made good progress, and 
appeared to good advantage in their recitations. 

The second term was taught by his sister Miss Ella M. Harris 
of Windham. This was her first term. The patience and

This school was taught by the same teacher during both 
terms. : This was Miss Alice Nicholes Smith of Haverhill, 
Mass. This was Miss Smith’s first attempt at teaching and we. 
thought her quite successful. Miss Smith is a very energetic 
and successful teacher, and labored faithfully for the advance- 
ment of her pupils; and under her judicious government, and 
skillful teaching, more than usual improvement was made, 


DISTRICT No. &. 


The first term was taught by Miss Sadie F. Emery of Au- 
burn, N. H. This was her first attempt at teaching and we 
thought her very successful. Miss Emery is very energetic and 
active in the discharge of her duties. I found the school at all 
times under good discipline, and the classes giving evidence of 
careful and systematic instruction. At the final visit of the 
committee, the pupils gave strony evidence that their time had 
not been spent in vain. 


Second term taught by Mrs. Mary G. Richardson of Auburn, 
N. H. Mrs. Richardson is an experienced and practical teach- 
er, method of teaching pleasing and attractive, the pupils being 
interested and attentive. The improvement in writing was 
highly gratifying. She formed her scholars into two classes ; 
the large ones and the small ones together, and offered two 
prizes for the ones that made the most improvement in writing. 
It was left to the Superintending School Committee’s decision. 
The former class was the ‘‘Youths Companion” for one year, 
which was awarded to Edward J. Bannan; and the latter was 
a book entitled ‘‘Swiss Family Robinson” which was awarded 
to Hattie A. Bullard.
